Better Mail Service For Western Section of Coshocton 


County — Daily Age Will reach Subscribers Fresh 
From the Press — New Pouch Put on at Coshocton 
Postoffice. 


Th« change in the schedule of the 


"W«Hy Flyer," which now leaves Co- 
•hoctoh at 3 p. m. instead of 5 p. m., 
has proven a blessing not only to the 
people of Warsaw, Walhor.dlng, Nel- 
lie, etc., who get their mail two hours 
earlier, but is even more beneficial 
to the people of the Cooperd.'le. Tun- 
nel Hill, West Bedford and Wakatom- 
ika vicinities, who are enabled to get 
their mail within a very few hours af- 
ter it leaves Coshocton, instead of 
having to wait until the nrxt day for 
it. 


The reason for this is that 
the 


southbound train on the C. A. & C. 
leave* Warsasw after the Wally Fly 


office there remains open until about 
8 o^clock in the evening the people 
can get their mail much more prompt- 
ly than heretofore. 
The samfe is true 


of West' Bedford, Tunnel Hill 
and 


Wakatomika, all of which are on the 
C. A. & C. and all of those postoffices 
remain open late enough for patrons 
to get their mail the same evening. 


Therefore, since The Age goes to 


press earlier in order to get the papers 
off on the Wally Flyer, the people of 
the Tunnel Hill-W'est Bedford-Cooper- 
dale and Wakatomika vicinity will be 
fenabled to get their Daily Age within 
about two hours after it leaves the 
press instead of the next day.

Had Ove'r'pO'werlng Ambition. 


Dr. Cook tells his life Btory and 


pictures the -overpowering ambition 
for exploration 'that beset him until 
finally It culnilnated In his effort to 
reach tho pole. 
He declares that at 


the time he convinced himself that 
he had discovered the'po'le hn was 
half rnad. He spent two and one-half 
years In his quest and during that 
period endured hunger and privation 
that, he saysf wotfld" unbalance any 
mind.

Cook declares that It would be Im 


possible for any man to demonstrate 
that he had been to -the pole. Ho, 
characterizes the far north as a reign 
of insanity, "where one can not be- 
llovo tho evidences gathered by one's 
own eyes." 


He says that ho had always looked 


upon tho discovery of the. pole as an 
achievement for his own personal 
satisfaction—for the satisfaction of a 
craving and desire that was greater 
than any other factor In his life. 
When he found how tremendous a 
sensation his statement that he had 
attained the pole created 
he was 


overcome with bewilderment. 


One of the most remarkable facts 


brought out by his story Is that in 
all the time he lias been away, with 
the shrewdest newspaper men in tho 
world on his trail, with newspapers 
offering sums that ranged into tho 
thousands for the slightest, definite 
news of his whereabouts, he

never worn a disguise and has never

conceal his identity.

Steel corporation, after the confer- 
ence was over 
The statement said: 


"Representatives of about 95 pei 


cent of the manufacturers of steel in 
America met here. It was stated on 
the average of all branches the book- 
ings are about 50 per cent of capac- 
ity and the shipments somewhat in 
excess. There has been a slight, 
though 
marked, increase of daily 


bookings month by month since the 
first of August. Prices as a rule are 
well 
maintained, though 
In 
some 


lines, as usual, there is some cutting 
on the part of small producers who 
were not represented. Without ex- 
ception the views expressed by those 
present regarding the future were 
favorable "
